The Internal Revenue Bill Pre- 
pared by the Democrats, 


A Total Reduction of $25,000,000 
on Tobacco and Speéial Taxes. 


Randall’s Tariff Bill Ready for the Printer— 
The House Bond Bill—Representative 
White’s Strike Resolution—The Memphis 
Bridge Bill—The Frank-Glover Contest— 
Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., March 6 — The Demo- 
cratic majority of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee to-day submitted to the full committee 
the internal revenue bill, the text of which Is 
as follows: 

SECTION 1. That on and after the first day of 


July, 1888, all taxes on manufactured chewing 
tobacco, smoking tobacco and suuff, all 
special taxes upon manufacturers of and 
dealers in said articles, and all taxes upon 
wholesale and retail dealers in leaf tobacco 
be and are hereby repealed; provided 
th it there shall be allowed a drawback or re- 
bate of the full amount of tax on all original 
and unbroken — pos | packages of smoking 
and manufactured tobacco and snuff held by 
manufacturers or dealers on said Ist day of 
July, if claim therefor shall be pre- 
sented to the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenne prior to the Ist day of 
September, 1888, and not otherwise No claim 
shall be allowed and no drawback shall be paid 
for an amount less than $5. It shall be the duty 
of the Commissioner of Internal Revenue, with 
the approval of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
toadopt such rules and regulations and to 
prescribe and furnish such blanks apd forms 
= 4 may be necessary to carry this section into 
effect. 

SEC. 2. That on and after the Ist day of 
July, 1888, manufacturers of cigars shall each 
pay a special tax of W annually and dealers in 
tobacco shall each pay a special tax of 
$1 annually. Every person whose 
business it is to sell or to offer 
for sale cigars, chergots or cigarettes 
shall, on and after the first day of May, 1888, 
be regarded as a dealer in tobacco, and the 
ye day — of any other special tax shall not re- 
leve any person who shall. sell cigars, che- 
roots or cigarettes from the payment of this 
tax; provided that no manufacturer of cigars, 
cheroots or cigarettes, shall be required to 
pay aspecial tax as a dealer in tobacco as 
above defined for selling his own products at 
the place of manufacture. 

Src. 8. Appropriates $20,000 for expenses 
incidental to carrying the above into effect. 

Sko. 4. That section 8,861, of the Revised 
Statutes of the United States, and all laws and 
parts of laws, which 8 “restrictions upon 
the sale of leaf tobacco be, and are hereby re- 


pealed, 

SEO. 5. That whesey tute denonnc- 
ing any violation of thee una revehue laws 
as a felony, crime or misdemeanor, there is 
prescribed in such statute a minimum punish 
ment, less than which minimum no 
fine, penalty, imprisonment or pun- 
ishment is authorized to be imposed, 
every such minimum punishment is hereby 
abolished, and the Court or Judge in every 
such caseshail have discretion to impose any 
fine, penalty, imprisonment, or punishment 
not exceeding the limit authorized by such 
statute, whether such fine, penalty, imprison- 
ment, or punishment be less or greater than 
the said minimum so prescribed. 

SEO. 6. That no warrant in any case under 
the internal revenue laws shall be issued upon 
any affidavit making charges upon informa- 
tion and belief, uniess such affidavit is made 
by a Collector or Deputy Collector of Internal 
a revenue agent; and, with 
the exception aforesaid, no warrant 
shall be issued except upon a sworn, 
complaint, setting forth the facts constituting 
the offense and alleging them to be witbin the 

ersonal knowledge of the affiant. And the 
Jnited States shall not be liable to 
pay any fees to marshals, clerks, 
commissioners or other officers for any 
warrant issued or arrest made in prosecu- 
tions under the Internal revenue laws, unless 
there be a conviction or the prosecution has 
been approved, either before or after such ar- 
rest, by the attorney of the United States for 
the district where the offense is alleged to have 
been committed, or unless the prosecution 
was 8983 by information or indict- 
ment. 

Sec. 7. That Whenever a warrant shall be 
issued by a Commissioner or other judicial of- 
ficer having jurisdiction for the arrest of any 
persons charged with a criminal 
offense, such warrant, accompanied by the 
affidavit on which the same is issued, 
shall be returnable before 
judicial officer named in section 
of the Revised Statutes, residing in the 
arrest, or, if there be no 
officer in that county, 

such judicial officer 
residing in another county nearest 
to the piace of arrest And the judicial officer 
before whom the warrant is made returnabie, 
as herein provided, shall have exclu- 
sive authority to make the preliminary 
examination of every person arrested as afore- 
said, and te discharge him, admit him to bail 
or commit him to prison, as the case may 
require; provided, that this section shall not 
apply to the Indian Territory. 

SEC. 8. That the Oircuit Courts of the United 
States and District Courts, or Judges thereof, 
exercising Circuit Court powers, and the 
District Courts of the erritories, are 
n.uthorized to appoint in different parts of 
the several districts in which said courts are 
held as many discreet persons to be 
commissioners of the Circuit Courts as may be 
deemed necessary. And said courts, or the 
judges thereof, shall have authority to remove 
at pleasure any. commissioners heretofore or 
hereafter appointed in said districts. 

SEC. 9. That the Commissioner of Intern al 
Revenue, with the approval of the Secretary 
of the Treasury, may compromise any civil or 
criminal case, and may reduce or remit any 
fine, penalty, forfeiture or assessment under 
the internal revenue laws. 

Sec. 10. That section $176 of the Revised

The en- 
gineers have at least joined the other strikers 
of the Burlington and the trouble threatens 
to extend all over the country. The railroad 
company has gone so far that it cannot retreat 
with dignity, and the employes have taken an 
equally firm stand. No compromise is possible 
under the circumstances. It is almost 
Imperatively necessary that Congress should 
take some action. With the power and luflu- 
ence of Congress behind them, five unpreju- 
diced wen with judicial minds could arbitrate 
this difficulty and settle it with little delay, 
saving thousands of dollars.’’

BURLINGTON ROAD. 


Chief Arthur Says He Has No Orders to 
Issue — The Strike Simply Authorized, 
Not Ordered—the Strikers Waiting for 
Overtures From the Railroad Company— 
New Engineers at Quincy. 


CHICAGO, III., March 6.—Ohlef Engineer 
Arthur was bothered with few callers this 
morning. Onlya bare dozen engineers and 
firemen sat around headquarters and all the 
excitement ef yesterday had died out. 

What are your plans?“ was asked the 
Chief. | 

To sit here and wait until the Burlingten Is 
ready to open negotiations.’’ 

Will you seek a conference with the Bur- 
lington officials?’’ 

No, sir? Ihave done all of that kind of bus- 
inessIcan. Mr. Sargent and myself Mid not 
order the strike. The men asked us if they 
could leave theirengines and we, after look- 
ing over the situation; and failing to 
get any sort of satisfaction from 
the officials, consented to them 
doing so.

A GAME OF FREEZE-OUT. 

The Burlington strike has now resolved it- 
self into a game of freeze-out. That 
practically was the situation this 
morning.

If the 
engineers carry out the promise they made 
at yesterday’s meeting the move will have 
the effect of preventing any through freight 
trade on the Burlington, confining that 
business to the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
system. The Burlington, however, is pre- 
pared to abide by this decision to accept no 
through freight orders, but to confine itself to 
doing uil classes of business over the 
6,000 miles of territory covered by its own 
tracks. The attitude of the road remains un- 
changed. . 

„We have sixty per cent of the 
number of envineers and firemen 
we were employing before the strike,’’ 

Said General Passenger Agent Paul Morton 
to-day: ‘‘We only require 75 per cent of the 
whole number, as we bad more men than 
we actually needed at the time the 
strike was declared. We are doing splendidly 
with our passenger service and we expect a 
big business to-day in the freight line. 

Are you receiving live stock or perishable 
freight yet?’’ 

‘*‘No; although the prospects are that 
we shall be receiving that class of freight 
before Friday. 0 are receiving 
everything else, though, and getting all out 
in good order. The public can judge of how 
satisfactorily we are getting on when I say 
that our earnings yesterday were practically 
on a par with those of the same day last 
Fear.

DOINGS IN THE COURTS | 
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THE SCHELLHOUSER CASE DECIDED IN 
FAVOR OF THE MOTHER. : 


Judge Seddon Disposes of a Habeas Corpus 
Applicatien To-Day—A Young Girl’s Care 
and Control— The Hanlon Will Not to Be 
Disturbed—Confessions of Judgment— 
New Suits Filed—Proceedings in the Pro- 
bate Court. 


Judge Seddon to-day rendered his decision 
in the habeas corpus case of Clara Schell- 
houser, a pretty little girl of 5 years whose 
care and control was sought by her father, 
Ferdinand Schellhouser. He alleged that his 
wite had absented herself from home without 
reasonable cause, that she was wholly unfit to 
have the care of the child, and that 
she was of a dissolute character. 
The wife in her return or answer 
denied these allegations and declared that the 
husband was unfit by reason of his habits and 
situation in life to have the care and custody 
ofthe child. The father being the natural 
guardian there is a presumption in his favor. 
This results from the fact that the father 
is presumed to be the stronger 
party and better able to establish 
the child in life. But the welfare of the child 
is after all the paramount and control 
ing consideration with the Court. The 
Schellhousers were married in 1881 and they 
separated in 1887. Their married life was not 
an example of connubial bliss. The husband 
seemed to think that his wife was specially in 
tended to be kicked, cuffed, maltreated and 


neglected. At various times he whipped her, 
cursed her and maltreated her, so that she 
was forced to leave him and tage refuge with 
her relatives. Though a hale and strong man 
he sometimes failed to support his wife and 
child, and left that duty to the wife. 

At one time a witness said that he whipped 
his wife so severely that her cries attracted 
the attention of the other occupants of the 
house, who sent for a police oflicer. On another 
occasion he became very angry with his wite 
and kicked the child so severely that it was 
lame for several days. He frequently cursed 
his wife and uftered alse accusa- 
tions against her and denied the 

aternity of, the child. She separated 
rom him four or five times on account of his 
cruel treatment, and finally left him at the 
commencement of 1887. He instituted a 
divorce proceeding which was dismissed for 
failure to comply with the order of court for 
security for costs. He then brought 
this habeas corpus proceeding charg- 
ing his wife with dissolute habits 
which the testimony utterly tailed 
to sustain. The wife’s character stands 
unimpeached. There were witnesses who tes- 
tified to her good character and -her careful 
treatment of the child.f@she showed that she 
was able to support th@ehild and that it has a 
comfortable home. ‘The husband on the other 
hand hasno home. His mother is dead and 
he failed to show that he had any 
relative to whom the child could be intrusted 
for loving care and nurture. Though well ad- 
vancedin life he has not accumulated any 
property, and has not exhibited thrift and 
economy showing that he would accumulate 
property for the child. 

It would be therefore a positive abuse of the 
law to take this child fromthe mother’s care 
and give it to the father. The little girl is 
therefore remanded to the care of the mother. 


The Hanlon Will Case.

oorand alone. He never married and by 
iis own efforts he accumulated property 
worth $25,000.

VEDDER ON THE STRIKE. 


He Cannot Coneeive How the ‘‘Q’’ Engineers 
Can Possibly Lose, 

B. W. Vedder, Uhairman of the Grievance 
Committee of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers ofthe Gouldsystem, arrived in the 
city this morning and ig atthe Laclede. Toa 
PoOsT-DISPATOH reporter Mr. Vedder sald: ‘-I 
have just returned from Chicago, where I havé 
seen all, the leading men connected with 
the Arotherhood, and also a great 


many of the railroad officials. Ihave examined 
the question carefully, and aside from all 
partisan considerations can say that the 
engineers are asking no more than is just. 
The Burlington engineers only want what is 
paid on other roads. I, myself, submitted the 
schedule of the Chicage & Alton, and the 
Missouri Pacific, with either of which the 
Burlington engineers would have been satis- 
fied. oth, however, were refused by the 
railroad, and there was nothing to do but con- 
tinue the strike. The statements that have 
appeared as to the engineers outside ot the 
Brotherhood are both false and misleading— 
false, because not nearly so many men have 
arrived in Uhicago as has been stated; and 
misleading, becauge but a small percentage of 
such as have arrived are engineers, and the 
great majority cannot be entrusted with 
trains. The Burlington officials have greatly 
exaggerated the number of trains run over 
their roads, both passenger and freight. They 
are not in anything like as good shape as they 
pretend. They “are in fact terribly emobar- 
— and are unable to improve their situa- 

on. * 

Which party in the present struggle will 
be successful, Mr. Vedder?’’ 

The engineers, without a shadow of doubt. 
They are in the right and hold the power and 
will certainly win. An engine is a delicate 
piece of mechanism and cannot be entrusted 
to inexperienced hands. Even a good ma- 
chinist is inferior to an engineer, and the best 
engineer in the country is not at home on a 
road strange to him, especially it his freman 
is alsoanew hand. Considering all the con- 
ditions, I do not think it possible for the en- 
gineers to lose tneir fight.’’ 

‘*Do you think it probable that the strike 
will affect the roads west of St. Louis, say the 
Missouri Pacific, the Atchison, Topeka & Santa 
Fe, and others?’’ 

»Unless conditions change very greatly, I 
do not see how those roads can be involved. 
As to the Missouri Pacific, I can say 
that we have no cause of complaint 
whatever. of course we engineers 
allsympathize with the strikers on the Bur- 
lington, and will afford them every legitimate 
aid in our power. But with the Missouri Pacific 
we have no cause for dissatisfaction. Our 
treatment has been satisfactory in every re- 
spect, and I cannot see the remotest probabil- 
ity of a strike. Iam not in anv way connected 
with the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe, but 
understand from their men, and should also 
judge from the general situation, that there 
was as little likelihood of trouble arising in 
that direction. The Burlington is alone in- 
volved, and not the St. Louis roads. 

How about the Wabash, which connects 
with the Burlington system at St. Peters?“ 

‘*The Burlington is practically certain to 
lose the fight; that is ali that I care to say. 

Can you give no opinion as to the prospect 
ofthe Wabash becoming involved, and the 
englneers on that road bc'nyg called out?’’ 

‘*Il can only repeat my former statement that 
the probabilities all point clearly toward suc- 
cess for the Burlington engineers jon hypothet- 
ical cases I can give no opinion.’ 

Mr. Vedder may remain in the city for a day 
or two, to consult with his brother engineers, 
but there will be no meeting of the {grievance 
committee unless unforseen and unantici- 
pated contingencies arise.

JOURNEYMEN BAKERS. 


National Convention Continues Its 
Labors at Druid’s Hall. 


The Journeymen Bakers’ National Union, 
which is holding its third annual convention 
at Druid’s Hall, spent three hours of the sec- 
oud day of its session this morning in 


disposing of a large amount of 
routine business. A new chairman 
is selected for each day, Peter Heinstaedt of 
Union No. 1, New York, being the 7 — 
Officer to-day. The only business of general 
interest transacted was the disposal of a 
resolution offered by August Delabar, 
representing Unions 24, 51,52 end 44 of San 
Francisco and Union 450f Los Angeles. He 
moved that a special assessment of 50 cents be 
levied on each member of the National 
Union throughout the country, as a propa- 
ganda fund for the Patific Coast. The Union 
in that section is in need of aid, having 
had an uppleasant experience in the 
big strike imaugurated there some time 
ago, but which is now happily over, and the 
funds to be raised through Mr. Delabar’s sug- 
gestion will materially aid in strengthening 
the cause on the slope. The resolu, 
tion was referred to the Oommitteegjon 
Local Organization, which, after due 
deliberation, reported back favorably, but 
amending the assessment specified so as to 
read 25 cents. A warm debate then ensued, 
but those who believed that with a mem- 
bership of about 17,500 25 cents was quite 
sufficient, prevailed, and the amended motion 
was accordingly adopted. The money is to be 
collected and forwarded within two months, 
and will, be entrusted to the United Board 
of the Pacific Coast Unions.

rare and delightful 
talent of making all of his readers enjoy his 
travels as heartily as he does himself.

The existing state of things is, to his 
view, as good as it can possibly be, and he 
sees no use in trying to make it any better. He 
is quick to see the comic side ofa naked 
savage and is as ready to extol the beauties of 
the curly head of the African negro as he is to 
admire the straigbtand silky-like hair of the 
Australian blacks. His narratives of experi- 
encein different parts of the world are like 
interesting romances where the reader is ab- 
sorbed by the dramatic narrative, while he has 
the consolation of feeling that he is imbibing 
solid facts of every-day life.

M. Balleu’s romances in real life, if any one 
can be said to be better than the others, where 
all are so good. When we accompanied M.

cation of land, after leaving New Zea 
land, is afforded by Hornby light, 1. e., the 
light-house on Sidney Heads, the glow of 
whose illumination can be seen fifty miles out 
at sea. This beacon occupies one af the most 
important headlands on the whole coast of 
Australia, and great care is taken to maintain 
its efBeiency. 

Six hours after sighting the distant light of 
Sidney Heads we were running in between the 
two bold, frowning, grand cliffs, which form 
the entrance to this remarkable harbor. The 
ship was on half speed. gern A Bay was 
r now lonely retreat retaining noth- 
ng of its ill repute but the name. It is seven 
miles below the capital, and now forms a 
—— — for the residents of Sidney. 

ome surprise was felt at the indifferent nature 
of the visible defences of Sidney Harbor, as- 
suming that defensive means are required 
at all; but it seems that there are torpedoes, 
bumbs and submarine appliances all ready to 
be sunk should such . defenses be called for by 
9 hostile demonstration. 

O eyes weary of the monotony of the sea, 
the aspect of the famous harbor with its lake- 
like expanse, its many green islands with 
handsome residences scattered all over them, 
its graceful promontories, and the abundance 
of semi-tropical vegetation, all together 
formed one of the loveliest pictures imagin- 
able, heightened, as these attractive sur- 
roundings were, by the dewy freshness and 
glow of the early morning sun. 

One of the first thoughts that strikes the 
traveler in Australia is that he is in a land of 
contradictions. Save thatthe people do not 
actually stand on their heads, they and their 
land and its institutions arethe veritable an- 
titheses to us and our Western habits. 

Here the eagles are white and the swans 
black. The emu, a bird nearly aa large as 
the ostrich, cannot fly. but runs like a horse. 
The principal quadruped here, the kangaroo, 
is elsewhere unknown; and though he has 
four legs he runs upon two. When the days 
are longest with us in America they are short- 
est here. To reach the tropics Australians go 
due north, while we go due south. With us 
the seed or stone of the cherry form the cen- 
terof the fruit; in Australia the stone grows 
on the outside. Here, Christmas comes in 
midsummer; with us In midwinter. Bitu- 
minous and anthracite coal are with 
us only one color—biack; black as Frebus; 
but they have white bituminous coal here, 
white as chalk. We are thousand of miles 
north of the equator; they are thousands of 
miles south of it. The deciduous trees with 
us shed their leaves in winter; with them they 
are evergreen, shedding their bark and not 
their leaves, the gardens of Alcinous bein 
not more perennial than the length an 
breadth of this favored land. 


SIDNEY, 


with one exception, is the largest and finest 
city in Australia, and capital of New South 
Wales, is called by her citizens the Queen of 
the Pacific.’” Her main thoroughfares are 
not keptin avery cleanly condition, a state- 
ment which even the residents must Indorse; 
but the streets are full f the 
busy life which appertains to a 
great metropolis. **Cabs and private 
vebicies dash hitherand thither, heavily-laden 
drays grind their broad wheels over the rough 
pavement; pedestrians crowd the sidewalks; 
messenger-boys, mounted upon wiry little 
horses, gallop on their several errands, some 
of them dressed in scarlet cloaks, signifying 
that they are in the service of the Govern- 
ment; newspaper-hawkers, bootblacks, 
bearers of advertising placards, itinerate 
truit-venders pass and repass in rapid suc- 
cession. Omnibuses rattle furiously over the 
pavement, while the ‘going, going, gone,’ of 
the open sham auction-rooms ring upon the 
ear. 

Every street corner has its bar - room, about 
whose doors are congregated a disreputable 
crowd of bloated faces and bleared eyes, 
among whom are seen only too many of the 
youth of the town, beginners in vicious hab- 
its, besides numerous idle but able-bodied 
representatives of the laboring classes: No 
part of London, even, is more numer- 

supplied with gin-palaces and 

tap-rooms than Sidney. The sad 

sight of intoxicated women staggering 
along the public ways and shocked the sensi- 
bilities, though this unfortunate exhibition 
was far less common than we have seen it in 
Liverpool and Glasgow. The demi-monde are 
fuily represented on the streets, one of the 
sad, but inevitable concomitants of a great 
city. Let us add, in all fairness, that this 
objectionable feature is certainly no more 
conspicuous here than in Chicago or New 
York—a fact which is mentioned not to draw a 
comparison, but in order faithfully to depict 
the every-day aspect of a colonial capital. 

Sidney may boast of a magnificent free pub- 
lic library, which possesses a feature new to 
Western enterprise. Not only do the im- 
mediate residents of the city and its environs 
enjoy the advantages of this collection, but 
the books are sent all over New South Wales 
upon application from local authorities, in 
boxes containing 100 volumes each, free of 
transportation. To secure this privilege in 
any instance it is only necessary for the 
town authorities to sign a bond, making them- 
selves responsible for the return of the books 
within a given period, or agreeing to pay for 
any that are lost. This system of distribution 
works admirably, invoiving no logs, and no 
more wear and tear than any other consistent 
use of the book, while the benefits of the libra- 
ry are thus extended to a half million of 
people. 

SHEEP-CLIPPING 

is a great institution of New South Wales. In 
the clipping season, bands of men, some- 
times numbering forty or fifty, go from one 
run to anotber to shear the sheep and become 
very expert at the business, realizing a hand- 
some sum of money at the close of each sea- 
son. Asharp professional shearer will clip 
100 sheep in a day of ten hours. Five dollars 
per 100 is the market price for such labor. 
Some Of these wen invest their money in flocks 
and thus graduaily become, possessed of runs 
of their own. The street cars of Sianey are 
operated by steam power, ‘‘noisy, smoxe-dis- 


600 miles northwest of Sidney. No stranger 
could anticipate beholding so beautiful a city 
in this far-away southland of the Pacific. The 
population is fully 420,000, about the same as 
St. Louis, but it has risen in afew years from 
swamp and uncleared woods. This capital 
is unsurpassed by any ofthe British colonies 
in the elegancies and luxuries of mod- 
ern civilization, such as broad avenues, 
palatial dwellings, churches, colossal ware- 
houses, banks, theaters, public buildings and 
pleasure grounds. One-fifth of the revenue 
raised by taxation is expended for educational 
purposes. This fact speaks for itself. No city 
except San Francisco ever attained to such 
size and importance in go short a period as has 
Melbourne. Apparently this fact appeals to 
the sympathy of American immigrants, since 
more of our people are to be found in 
the Capital of Victoria than elsewhere in 
the Pacific colonies. Quite a number are 
prominently engaged in speculative enter- 
prises, and maintaining agencies for firms 
whose headquarters are in the United States. 
The busy activity of the streets is quite equal 
to that of Sidney, the former city being more 
conspicuous for the gay liveries worn by the 
retainers of the more wealthy (not the better) 
classes of the citizens. Inquiry, however, 
elicited the fact that most of these buttoned 


and 
UNIFORMED FLUNKEYS 


were in the service of persons ‘‘concerning 
whose genealogy the less said the better.’’ It 
can never be forgotten that the earlier resi- 
dents of Australia ‘‘were mostly composed of 
those who left their native country for their 
country’s good. The Chinese are quite as 
much an institution In the great cities of 
Australia as in San Francisco, and equally 
disliked. Fifty dollars is the tax upon every 
Chinaman who lands in the country. No wo- 
men are admitted at any price. Those who 
cannot pay the capitation fee are promptiy 
shipped back to their native land. Neverthe- 
less, they hold their own, and the market 
gardening interests of the country are almost 
wholly given over to Chinese labor and enter- 
prise. 

Gold mining has ever been a fruitful source 
of enterprise and despair throughout the brief 
history ofthe country. While it may truly be 
said that Australia would never have reached 
anything like the prosperity to which she has 
attained without her gold fields, itis also true, 
andin an imminent degree, gold digging is 
to-day the curse of the colony. 


Let us cherish no delusion,’’ said a San 
Francisco preacher on a certain occasion, 
no society has ever been able to organize it- 
self in a satisfactory manner on gold-bearing 
soil Even Nature herself is deceitful; she 
corrupts, seduces and betrays man, she laughs 
at his labors, she turns his toll into gambling 
and his word intoalie!’’ The preacher’s de- 
ductions have proved true in California, South 
Africa, New Zealand and Aastralia. And yet we 
have freely admitted in these pages that the 
finding of goid mines has stimuiated labor, 
immigration and manly activity in many di- 
rections, and has thus Indireetly been the 
agent of good in another than its own field. 


No description of Australia could be com- 
plete without a brief account of those two re- 
markable creatures indigenous to this climate 
and to no other, 

THE KANGAROO 
and the jackass-bird. The former is rapidly 
disappearing in some parts of Australia, but 


is most plentiful and even said to be increas- 


lng in Queensland or West Australia. «It is 
calculated that one kangaroo eats as much 
grass as five sheep, and, consequently, he Is 
looked upon as an enemy to be exterminated. 


In reaming the woods one is sure to fall in 
with more or less of these animals. They are 
usually fonnd sitting 
of a dozen or 
as though engaged in holding a formal 
council, Their short forepaws hang 
limp before them, while their restless heads 
and delicate ears turn bither and thither in 
watchful care against surprise. Notwithstand- 
ing their immense paunch, wig hindquarters 
and immense tail, there is somethi :g graceful 
and attractive about these creatures, even 
with all their proverbialawkwardness. When 
they are young they are as playful as kittens. 


The kangaroo is very prolific in its wild state, 


more as grave 


and would, if allowed to multiply undisturbed, | 


soon drive the sheep from their feeding- 
grounds. Its skin, when properly dressed 
with the fur on, makes good rugs for domestic 
use. Leather is also made from the skin. 

The jackass bird, or laughing jackass, is 
even more interesting, both as a pet or as an 
object of natural history than the kangaroo. 
Though saucy, he is not mischievous, and is 
therefore left to multiply upon the f of the 
eorth, just when and how he pleases. He is 
even considered to perform important service 
to the settiers as he destroys by hundreds the 
smali snakes that infest the country. . 


Not to make special mention of him would 
de to omit reference to one of the most 
curious creatures the traveler meete with in 
his wanderings about the country.

WALL STREET IN CONGRESS. 
Speaker CARLISLE’S order commanding 
the removal of the ‘‘tickers’’ did not com- 
pletely cut off communications between

They will find that 
while the Western Union could not mus- 
ter a single vote against it from any dis- 
trict outside of New York, there is quite 
a body of Senators elected to represent 
monopoly and the Money Power rather 
than the States they hail from.

lowa’s Republican House of Represent- 
atives has adopted a resolution favoring 
a continuance of the present high pro- 
tective tariff. When the high wool tariff 
went into operation in 1867, Ilowa’s sheep 
were valued at $2,084,476 and her hogs at 
$1,483,245. Now, after twenty years of 
protection, her sheep are assessed at a 
value of $277,489, or only about one- 
eighth of their value twenty years ago. 
In the same years her unprotected 
hogs have increased in value to ,- 
852,580, or about double their former 
value. In 1870, three years after she be- 
gan to feel the effects of the wool tariff» 
she had eighty-five woolen factories, and 
in 1880 the number had dwindled to thirty- 
four. By a very close and apparently 
accurate computation the Chicago Tribune 
shows that Iowa pays about , 700, 
000 of the $230,000,000 of revenue col-

lected from dutiable im ports, and 
about $38,300,000 of the bounties 
which the tariff enables domestic 
manufacturers to collect on their goods, 
so that the total cost of the 
tariff? to Iowa is about F846, 000. 
000 a year, of which nearly 


all goes into pockets on the other side of 
the Alleghenies, where are held the bul- 
ions of mortgages on Western farms. It 
is a continuance of this enormous tribute 
levied upon Western industries for the 
benefit of Eastern capitalists that lowa is 
praying for. Will her Congressmen vote 
to keep her people in this attitude of 
„dumb driven cattle,’’ burdened with

A Protectionist’s View of the Mills Bill. 


From the Philadelphia Times. 

While the new tariff bill is far from perfect, 
taken hs a whole it is a wiser, safer and better 
protective tariff than the tariff now in force in 
the country. While it reduces the high and 
admittedly extortionate duties of war times 
which serve the purpose of protection to in- 
dustries which yet need the fostering care of 
the Government, in no instance does it reduce 
duties on protected industrial products below 
the safe line of full protection to the extent of 
the difference in the wages of labor at home 
and abroad, and that is the only true standard 
of protection to industry. Whenever it is car- 
ried beyond that point it fosters monopoly, 
enriches the few atthe cost of the many and 
casts odium upon the policy of protection. 

And the enlargement of the free list is ob- 
viously and avowedly in the interest of our 
diversified industries. Whether it is wise in 
the extent to which the free list is carried is a 
fairly debatable question, but the only argu- 
mentthat can apply to the solution of the 
issue isthe proof that it will or will not best 
promote our industries and best compensate 
both labor and capital. Letit be shown that 
any article placed on the free list will not 
greatly benefit our general productive indus- 
try in proportion to any injury that may be 
suffered thereby, and that should be conclu- 
sive in favor of modification of the measure. 
Let it be shown that any new free raw material 
will greatly benefit dur industries as a whole 
and that is the end of argument. Any feature 
of tariff revision that will benefit our general 
industries ig right; any feature that will in- 
jure our general industries is wrong, and that 
is the only question to be considered, after the 
question ofthe proper amount of revenue, in 
revising our present admittedly imperfect and 
oppressive tariff. 


Sherman Flops Again.

Senator Sherman has bestirred himself and 
induced the Senate to passaresolution re- 
questing the President to negotiate a treaty 
with the Emperor of China providing that 
no Chinese laborer shall enter the United 
States.

ECCENTRICITY. 


A Well-To-Do Farmer Starves His Cattle 
and Ho . 


By Telegraph to the P Arc. 
NEw Mitrorp, Conn., March 6.—Lanesville 


is a smali hamlet onthe Housatonic Railroad 
and the the inhabitants are all farmers. Many 
years ago a farmer named Melson Knowles 
lived there. His wife was a most éstimable 
woman. Thirteen children were born to them, 
one of whom, a bright, promising boy, be- 
came tired of farm work and studied dentistry. 
Dr. David Knowles was on his shingle and his 


ractice became large. He married his cousin, 

aran J. Nichols, a handsome girl. The 
2 couple started on their married 

ife with eve promise of a bright, 
future, but was not long de- 
fore a decided change came over them. 
Eccentricity was what their neighbors called 
the change. They adopted a r diet 
and cold water was their only ink. Mrs. 
Knowles adopted the bloomer costume and 
accompanied her husband hunting and fish- 
ing. In time their property increased and 
they owned a good farm, trom which Dr. 
Knowles drove regularly tothis townto at- 
tend to his dentistry business. Of late 
strange rumors ofthe condition ot things on 
the farm have been afloat, and a few days ago 
Mr. Dwight Thrall, agent of the Connecticut 
Humane Society, was asked to investigate it. 
He card from Hartford and with a local 
agent of the society drove tothe house. 

na small shed adjoining the barn were 
found seven dead caives and the skeleton of 
several more. In the barn were the hide and 
earcass of a horse which had evidently been 
dead for two years. Several other horse hides 
were alsoin the barn. Near tlie door was 
another dead horse which had starved to 
death before the agent’s visit. In the next 
building were found the cows in stanchions, 
very lean and poor-looking. Ia the stalls ad- 
joining were two rows of stanchions filled with 
cattle. In an alley-way, running between the 
cows and the other cattle, was a dead yearling, 
andthe cattle on each side of it had to 
get what little food was given them from off 
this carcass as it was the only place where 
fodder could be placed. In one of the 
stanchions near the dead yearling was the 
body of a caif, its head still held up by the 
frame in which it was fastened, while its bod 
was under the feet of an ox in the next stall. 
These stalis are in the basement of the barn. 
On the floor above was a dead cow, and on a 
manure heap in the barn yard was the body of 
another calf. In all, there were forty-eight 
cattle and horses and one mule, and there was 
not feed ome altogether to properly supply 
them one week. 

The family of the doctor consists of himself, 
his wife, two sons and a daughter.

The 
one at home, who is 18 years old, and the girl, 
who is 14, do all the farm work. The girl isa 
bright-appearing child, but shows neglect in 
her person and manners.

deer, which sprang over a manger from which 
it was eating hay at the side of a cow, and 
tried to leap through a small window 
on the opposite side of the barn. The window 
was too small, and the deer was held a 

risoner, wedged tightly in the opening. 
Heller and a hired man tied the deer’s legs 
with ropes, but the animal was held so se- 
curely in the window that they were obliged 
to cut the aperture larger before they could 
remove him. They piled the captive in a 
small enclosure near the barn and tied him to 
a post by arope fastened around his horns. 
The next morning Heller discovered a doe in 
his barnyard. On his appearance she ran 
away, stopping at the edge of a pleceof woods 
a few rods distant. At the same time a great 
commotion was heard in the shed where the 
buck was confined. Heller went there 
and found the big deer kicking and 
struggling on the oor, entangled in his 
rope. Fearful that tne deer would — him- 
self the farmer cut the rope. he buck 
sprang to his feet the instant he was released, 
hurling Heller clear across the shed. The 
deer then dashed out of the door and joined 
the doe at the edge of the woods. They both 
returned to the barnyard in the evening and 
fed, with the cattle, which they have done 
every morning and evening since. Both of 
these deer were gaunt with hunger, the deep 
snow in the woods and swamps ving made 
their winter feeding places inaccessible. 

A backwoodsman named Foy reports the 
coming of seven halt-famished deer to his 

remises, where they fed among his cattle for 
wo hours. The next day the same seven, as 
he supposes, accompahied by two others re- 
turned and atein the barnyard with the cat- 
tle. James, Van Campen, another Pocono res- 
ident, saw a young hound of his suddenly dash 
from ite kennélone day last week and start 
towards the barn. Van Campen ran tothe 
corner of his house and saw a large deer leap- 
ing out of the barnyard where he had eyi- 

been feeding with the cattle. 
deer headed for the woods fol- 
lowed by the hound, but broke through the 
crust so frequently that the dog soon overtook 
him. Van Campen and his hired man followed 
in the chase and came up with the deer and 
dog, the latter having thrown the deer in the 
snow. The deer was rescued from the dog 
and carried back to the barn where it was 
confined and where it bas fed composedly 
with the cattle ever since. 

Many other instances of deer seeking to re- 
lieve their hunger in the very dooryards of 
farms are reported from Pocono region. In 
every case they were nearly famished. In 
spite of their condition, several are known to 
have been killed by ruthless mountaineers. -

Some Practical Thoughts by a Refined and 
Cultured Authoress—Thoroughness, Sin- 
cerity, Self-Reliance and a Knewledge of | 
Real Life the Chief Lessons to ——— 


HAT shall we do with 
our daughters? is the 
question in answer to 
which Ihave been in- 
vited to express my 
opinion. But to my 
own mind it wears a 
slightly different as- 
pect, and translates 
itself into—What shall 
we make our daugh- 
ters capable of doing 
with themselves? We 
cannot give them, at 
will, that bent of nat- 
ure which determines 
choice, which makes 
of one an artist, of an- 
other a musician— 
which sent Sister 
Dora’’ to nurse in the hospitals, or gave Grace 
Darling the courage|to fight the angry sea.

Does she not perceive whether the poor rela- 
tion who comes to visit you is welcomed as 
warmiy as is’ Mrs. Cr@sus, who drives to 
your door with her well-appointed carriage? 
n short, though .the little damsel has no 
power to reason she has keen eyes to see, and 
yourown attitude towards life and life’s de- 
mands will ve educating her, whether you are 
aware of it or not, even from her cradle. 

We cannot veil our insincerities from these 
clear young eyes. They will know—no one 
better—whether we are serving God or mam- 
mon. No matter what we preach, it is our 
practice which is their gospel. The responsai- 
bility, when we stop to think of it, is terrible. 
It seems to me that to make our girls sincere 
is, to begin with, the very best thing we can 
do for them. know certain people so 
thoroughly addicted to osing that they 
have actually lost sight of their own true 
selves. How startled would they be if, as 
in the old legend, they should meet their un- 
clothed souls face to face, and see how 
cramped and deformed they were! 
The world is full of insincerity 
and affectation. People are seldom 80 
frank as was Darwin when he wrote, in the 
latter part of his life, that poetry, even 
Shakspeare, bored him intolerably, and that 
he had no longer any pleasure in music. Most 
people follow the mode of the time, even in 
their enthusiasms. They like what itis the 
fashion to like, and applaud what is foreign 
to their taste or — he their comprehension 
just as rapturously as if its every shade of 
meaning were intimate to them. I would not 
have our daughters brought up to pay any 
such tribute money tothe world. Why should 
they waste time in pretending to interests 
— do not feel when life is all too short in 
which to cultivate the interests which are 
genuine? Let us try to make our daughters 

NOT ONLY SINCERE BUT THOROUGH. 

I have known such tragio instances of girls 
who had been whatit is the fashion to call 
well educated, who being suddenly thrown on 
their own resources discovered that they did 
not know a single branch of study thoroughly 
enough to teach it, asingle accomplishment 
well enough to earn an honest penny by means 
of it. The absolute heiplessues of so-called 
well-educated girls is something pathetic. A 
friend of mine wrote to me the other day con- 
cerning the three daughters of acertain well- 
known woman noveljst, whose pen is her 
fortune. 

What will these girls do, she said, ‘‘when 
their mother dies? They have no inheritance 
to depend upon—nothing laid up—and when 
that 8 brain stops what is to become of the 
three, who don’t know a single thing well 
enough to get a iilving by it, and yet are accus- 
tomed to living so well?’’ 

It seems te methatthe possible need to be 
self-supporting should enter into the scheme 
of every girl’s education. The wheel of fort- 
une turns remorselessly, and it is not alone in 
the wonderful picture of Burne Jones that it 
arrives to the beggar to set his foot upon the 
head of the ＋ 

It isa part of that sincerityin which I de- 
sire that our daughters should de brought up 
that they should be taught to regard the real 
values of life rather than its artincial stand- 
ards. There is honor and not dishonor in 
making our lives useful to the world. It is 
on idleness, rather than on industry, that 
one should look down. A great change in 
this regard has taken place within a few years 
in London. Anything connected never so re- 
motely with trade used to be dene Norge quite 
out of the question for the nobility and 
gentry,’’ as the shopkeepers say in their ad- 
vertisements.

“LOUISA M. ALCOTT. 


THE FAMOUS BOSTON AUTHORESS PASSES 
AWAY THIS MORNING. 


A Sketch of Her Life aud Works—How She 
Came to Waite Her Celebrated “Little 
Women’’—Other Werks—Her Services 
During the War—Close ef a Career Full 
of Honer. 


Boston, March 6.—Miss Louisa M. Alcott 
diea this morning. Miss Louisa M. Alcott was 
born in Germantown, Pa., November 29, 1832, 
but the family so soon went to Concord to live 
that even now there are doubts expressed as 
to whether the little Louisa was or was not the 
child who was found digging in the soll bya 
stranger, who asked her the question, ‘‘What 
are you doing, my pretty maid?’’ The unex- 
pected answer was, ‘‘Digging for the inflinite, 
sir,“ and is said to have been sufficiently 
characteristic to warrant the application. 


Coming so soon after the death of her father, 
the suddenly announced death of Louisa M. 
Alcott brin a double sorrow to the many 
friends of the family, while the loss of this 
talented writer will be felt far and wide 
among the many readers of her books. For a 
long time Miss Alcott has been ill, suf- 
fering from nervous prostration. Last autumn 
she 8 to be improving and went to 
the Highlands to reside with Dr. Rhoda Law- 
rence. Whilethere she drove in town to visit 
her father, Thursday, the Ist inst., and caught 
acold which on Saturday settled on the base 
of the brain and developed spinal meningitis. 
She died at the Highlands early this morning. 
Miss Alcott was born on the anniversary of her 
father’s birthday, and it is singular that she 
should have followed him so soon to the 
grave. 


Louisa M. Alcott. 


The story of Miss Alcott’s writing of ‘‘Little 
Women’’ is pretty well known, but even be- 
fore that struggle took place there was many 
asmaller one. At the early age of 8, Miss 
Alcott’s poetical career began with this well- 
rounded 

ADDRESS TO A ROBIN. 
Welcome, welcome, little stranger, 
Fear no harm and fear no danger; 
We are giad to see you here, 

For you sing sweet spring is near. 
Now the snow Its nearly gone, 

Now the grass is coming on— 

The trees are green, the sky is blue, 
And we are glad to welcome you. 


Following this effort, with its distinct 
‘*flayor’’ of the valentine of our universal 
childhood, came the usual effusions upon 
lost kittens, dead butterflies, the baby’s — 
and other kindred themes, until story-telling 
took its place. 

At 16 Miss Alcott wrote her first book, which 
was afterwards published, but absolutely does 
notcount. Her first full-grown story brought 
her just from Gleason’s Pictorial, when the 
writer was just 19. The next year she wrote 
the story of The Rival Prima Don- 
nas, and mingled with its production 

its success a very strong streak of 
dramatic longing. This she was soon cured 
of, however, and theideaof ever shining be- 
fore the footlights was givenup. In its place 
there still burned, however, a desire to ‘‘do’’ 
that would not be downed. The next few 
—— of Miss Alcott’s life were filled with girl.- 
sh burdens that were bravely carried as long 
as they saw fit to exist. The writing of ‘‘Wratb, 
Ruin and Revenge’’ for sensational publica- 
tions, teaching, even vpn were her means 
of support out in the wor d where she had 
gone to seek her fortune, and she worked so 
gladly and so persistently that even before 
her real success came she was able to do much 
in the way of help and comfort for the peo 
pie at home. 

In 1862 Miss Alcott went South to nurse in 
the Soldiers’ Hospital, and she did her work 
courageously and faithfully, but was brought 
home herself stricken with the fever, and ill 
almost to dying. ‘‘I was never ill, she said 
once to Mrs. Moulton, until after that hos- 
— experience, and I have never been well 
since.’’ 

In 1865 Hospital Sketches’’ was published, 
and even before that Moods, a most tragic 
love story, since greatly revised. In 1868 Miss 
Alcott wrote ‘‘Little Women,’’ to prove to 
Mr. Niles, of Robert Bros., that she could not 
write a girls’ story, having always preferred 
to play with boys and therefore knowing but 
little about any girls save her sister and her- 
self. In six months, or a little more, Miss Al- 
cott was famous and her hard work was over. 
Since then she had been abroad a number of 
times, written much, received probably $100,- 
000 in money and an unlimited amount of 
recognition and honor. Yether life was al- 
most as simple as ever. She had been for some 
time living entirely at home with her father, 
who died on Sunday; and with her widowed 
sister, Mrs. Pratt (‘‘Meg’’), and her ehildren. 
Peaceful and quiet as the place is, very little 
of Miss Alcott’s work was done in Concord. 
Instead, about once in so often people living 
in Boylston street in Boston chanced to see a 
very tall, stately woman, with thick, dark 
hair, blue-gray eyes and a mmm happy 
face. That meantthat Miss Alcott had come 


an attic, and shut herself up init, with pens, 
paper and a light stand or table, perhaps a lap- 
tablet. There she staid until the book was 
done. Then she came out, she said herself, 
‘*tired, hung and cross,’’ and went back 
again to her friends and the family that she 
never forgot.

Capt. King, who had drawn on his 
private resources to bolster up Mr. Harle, was 
obliged to throw up the sponge and sell 8,200 
bales of May, June, July and August options 
which he had been lugging for Mr. Hale. 
Capt. King’s liabilities are $20,000 and there 
Was genuine regret for his misfortune. He 
has teen secretary of the Exchange, and 
worked like a giant to bulld the new Ex- 
change. It is stated that Harle has a fortune 
ot anywhere from $300,000 to $700,000. The selling 
of the 8,200 bales enhanced the confu-ion 
and depression, and John Harrison and Geo. 
Dixon, two email traders, soon declared their 
inability to meet their obligations. Between 
the announcements of the failures there’ were 
intervals when prices rallied a little on the 
natural demand to cover short contracts, but 
the closing figures were about the lowest for 
the day. What are known as the present 
crop months dropped 85 to 28 points, and 
next crop months 16 to 18 points. The trans- 
actions for the day were 471,000 bales, the 
largest business on any day in the history of 
the Exchange. 5

BLOOD AND SCIENCE. 


JACK DEMPSEY, LIGHT-WEIGHT, WHIPS 
JACK HOPPER OF NEW YORK. 


Eight Savage Rounds Result in Favor of 
the Western Pugilist—The Sullivan-Mitch- 
ell Affair Will Take Place on Friday— 
An Old Sport Dead—A Poker Chip Trust— 
The Browns’ Position on the Schedule— 
Sporting News and Gossip. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 
EW YORK, March 6. 
—Jack Hopper was 
whipped last night 
by the Western Jack 
Dempsey. It was 
notadecisive victo- 
ry by any means. 
The New York boy 
fought from the sec- 
ond round with one 
hand, and only suc- 
cumbed when by an- 
other accident -his 
left hand was in- 
jured. It was a hot 
battle from start to 
finish, and both men 
showed wonderful 
pluck and gameress. 
There was consid- 


erable difficulty in bringing off the battle. First 
New York was tried, then Hoboken. Finally 
Pleasant Valley was selected as the site. There 
was a long wait before the men were ready. 
Twelve o' clock was ringing out as Jack Demp- 
sey entered the ring. He weighed 132% 
pounds. He wore white tights, and his hands 
were encased in white fighting kid gloves. 
He was secondea by Jack Fallon and Tony 
Hart. There was a little applause 
as Jack Hopper followed in blue tights and a 
pair of neat colored tan gloveson his hands. 
Powers was selected as referee and his deep 
voice warned the contestapts as they skipped 
to the center of the ring. Hopper smiled con- 
fidently as he shook hands with Dempsey, 
while the Western man wore a most deter- 
mined look.

THE FIGHT. 

Hopper opened hostilities. His left hand 
went smash against Dempsey’s jaw. The 
Western man smiled and swung his right 
short. Hopper again sent in his left. It landed 
against Dempsey’s nose and the blood spurted 
out. He followed it up, but Dempsey ducked. 
An enthusiastic admirer cried: ‘‘$20 to $15 on 
Hopper.’’ Taken by arather seedy individ- 


ual. 

In the second round Dempsey led for Hop- 
per’s face and gota nasty right-hander in the 
ribs. Then the blood dripped from Dempsey’s 
nose, the result of the punishment in the first 
round, First biood!’’ cried George Young, 
Hopper’s second. It was allowed laughingly. 
Then Hopper sailed insavagely. Right and 
ieft he landed on the Western man. The 
blood flowed and a fearful right-hander 
brought Dempsey to his knees. As he rose a 
gavage upper cut sent him down again. With 
remarkable gameness he rallied and forced 
Hopper as the round clesed. 

it looked like Hopper's battle as the third 
round opened. Dempsey was rather groggy, 
but did not seem to weaken. Then came some 
savage in-fighting anddown went Dempsey. 
He was up in an instant andsailed into Hopper 
in greatstyle. The round ended in cautious 
sparring. 

Both came up strong for the fight. Demp- 
sey surprised everyb dy by his staying quali- 
ties. Not much execution was done, as both 
men were puffing from their work of the pre- 
vious rounds. In the seventh Hopper’s left 
landed a little low on Dempsey, who said 
laughingly: ‘‘A little higher, please. Jack 
did give it a little higher and brought the clar- 
et again from Dempsey’s much battered face. 

THE FINISH. 

„Twenty dollars even on Dempsey. was 
the cry for the eighth round. He seemed 
strong and guyed Hopper a littie in that round 
and in. the following. Neither was much 
punished, however. Round ten was savage, 
but it was noticed that Hopper was not using 
his right hand. Fallon, Dempsey’s second, 
saw this and cried out to his man, but Demp- 
sey seemed to respect that famous right. The 
Western man was aterrible sight, but his in- 
domitable pluck and Hopper's crippled con- 
dition really won himthe fight. He pounded 
the New York boy all over the ring and in the 
concluding round knocked him down no less 
than three times. 

Gamely did Hopper try to rise, but his arms 
were gone, and reluctantly the referee de- 
clared the Western wondera winner. Demp- 
sey collected a purse for his defeated adver- 
sary.

A BRUTAL FIGHT. 


Brooklynites Indulge in a Bloody Battle 
and Break a Leg.

NEW YoOrK, March 6.—A wigorous, even 
vicious, although impromptu fight, under 
Queensberry rules, took place early on Sunday 
morning in a saloon on the same block with 
one of the down-town police stations of 
Brooklyn. There were eight well-known 
Brooklyn sporting meninthe place not far 
from 1 a. m., and besides these were John 
Bogert, who it is sald once fought Jack 
Boyle, and a longshoreman named Jim Carr. 


Bogart and Carr tell to disputing about their 
respective merits, and although Carr is about 
6 feet 11 inches tall and weighs about 190 
pounds—three inches taller and twenty 
pounds heavier than Bogert—Bogert offered 
to fight the big fellow for $25 a side, relying 
upon what he believed to be his superior 
science to make bim a winner. 

The sporting men present induced the pro- 
prietor to close his doors and let the belliger 
ents hammer at each other. The ‘principais 
each pulled out $25 andthe money was depos- 
ited with a spectator. The odds were 20 to 15 
on Bogert. A second volunteered for each 
man and a referee was selected. The men 
stripped and faced each other in the bar-room. 
In the first three rounds Bovert did nearly all 
the leading and tapped the big longshoreman 
several times. without receiving a severe 
biow. His hits, however, were generally 
light. Nevertheless bis stock went up to 
2 tol. Inthe fourth round Carr received a 
stinger on the nose that drew blood and an- 
gered him. He made a rush at his smaller 
opponent and found an 2 that was all 
he needed. His brawny fist landed on Bo- 
gert’s neck and fairly lifted that young man 
off his feet and sent him backward fully ten 
feet. When Bogert fell he dropped on the 
footrest in front of the bar and in some way 
his right leg got twisted under the rest and 
was broken. A carriage was hastily sum- 
moned and the injured man was taken home. 
Carr received the stakes.
